A few words from our Chairman Robin Tilbrook 


Dear Fellow English Patriot. 

Welcome to the New Year edition of 
the English Voice. Your party has again been 
busy since the last edition:- we have had 
our Annual General Meeting; Mr Ed Abrams 
stood as our Parliamentary candidate In 
Hartlepool; we, in collaboration with the 
Campaign for an English Parliament, have 
had the launch of the English Constitutional 
Convention in the House of Commons; 
Caroline Ford has stood In the Royal 
Borough of Kingston-upon-Thames; and | 
also stood in a County Council by-election 
in Harlow! We are also laying plans for 
St George's Day celebrations up and down 
the country and to stand as many candidates 
as possible in the County Councils and 
General Election this year. 

All of this activity is helping to get our 
message across — we are determined not to be 
ignored by the national media and by politicians! 

My target for the party Is to have at least 
110 parliamentary candidates standing at 
the General Election which will enable us to 
have a nationwide party political broadcast 
on all broadcast channels so that we can, at 
last, get to the stage in our development at 
which every English patriot is aware of us 
and can therefore join us. 

The cost of standing as a parliamentary 
candidate is a £500 deposit and a further 
£700 for the printing of the 45,000 leaflets 
which will be distributed free by Royal Mail 


within the constituency. It is not therefore 
financially wholly unrealistic for most of us 
to be able to raise the money from our own 
circles of family and friends, especially if 
we use St George's Day, not only to raise 
awareness, but also to raise some of the 
necessary funds! 

| would therefore urge all members who 
are well and physically able to do so, to join 
in with their local membership (and we now 
have a big enough party where It Is likely 
that there are people who are local to you) 
to club together so that we can, not only 
meet our target and get a national broadcast, 
but put up candidates against as many 
politicians who are against us as possible! 

In this edition we have contributions 
from a number of new sources and | would 
particularly like to draw your attention to 
Garry Bushell’s article, which is both amusing 
and alarming! 

We, as always, owe a special debt of 
gratitude to our Vice Chairman, Christine 
Constable, who has done a tremendous 
amount of work on the English Voice and 
also to our print setter, Richard Todd, 
and, last but not least, our printer 
Jim Samuels.

The new County Chairs met for the first 
time from across the country and heard 
presentations from the Chairman Robin 
Tilbrook and Steve Uncles who has worked 
so hard to bring the network together. 
Presentations from the NC were heard and 
minor changes to our Constitution were 
unanimously approved.

It was an historic moment to find ourselves 
walking through the doors of the Houses 
of Parliament, making our way down 

a thousand years of history to a quite 
beautiful room with oil paintings of the 
great moments In Parliament's history. 
We made our way to the Stranger's Dining 
Room, and in a room which was packed 
with invited guests, the sponsor of the 
event Norman Lamb MP (LibDem) started 
with a few words. He began by pointing 
out that the LibDem policy was not to 
support an English Parliament, but he felt 
that the issue of English devolution was 
such an important point for debate an 
opportunity to discuss it should be made. 
All credit to Norman Lamb for standing 
up for England, he should be applauded 
for his courage! It was interesting to see 
a number of prominent MP's and peers 
at the presentation, nearly 20 
parliamentarians joined the launch and 
listened to the debates. 

Presentations were given by Mike

Messages of support from Tony Benn 
and Dr. David Starkey were also received 
along with many messages of goodwill from 
people unable to attend. 

Party whips from all three parties have 
done everything to try and prevent MPs 
participating in the English Constitutional 
Convention, which Is proof positive that 
none of the mainstream political parties 
have any interest in delivering democratic 
Justice to England.

The NORTH EAST voted “NO”! 


We have much to thank the brave and sensible 
citizens of the North East for. They trounced 
John Prescott's attempt to break up England 
into regions. From an initial prediction of a 
20% Yes vote advantage at the outset of the 
campaign, the "NO" vote coalition managed to 
turn this into a 79% rejection of regionalisation. 

We played a significant role in this 
campaign. In the Spring the English 
Democrats roadshow visited Berwick-Upon- 
Tweed, Newcastle and Durham. We took on 
the "YES" vote campaigners at Berwick with 
the Campaign for an English Parliament, and 
had an interesting exchange of views, which 
exposed many of the weaknesses of the “Yes” 
vote. We deferred in the Euro elections to our 
colleague Neil Herron and stood down from 
contesting this region. We knew that Neil's 
hard work (and the sad death of his close 
associate Steve Thorburn) had earnt him the 
right to strengthen his message in the close 
knit community of the North East, and we 
pledged our continuing support throughout 
the campaigning period which we delivered. 

Our networking with the Liberal Party, 
Countryside Party and Senior Citizens 
proved the value of linking with like-minded 
people. Grahame Leon-Smith head of the 
Senior Citizens Party agreed to move from 
the "YES" camp to the “NO” camp mid- 
Campaign, creating a flurry of national 
publicity which created additional negative 
publicity for the “Yes” campaign. 

Many of our members have worked 
terrifically hard, writing letters to newspapers, 
challenging “phone-in” programmes, sending 
In clippings and news items and working to 
defeat Prescott and Labour in every and any 
way. Our members have attended "YES" vote 
meetings, challenged local politicians and 
attended “NO” vote events, a big thank you 
goes out to everyone - your country owes you 
all a great debt of gratitude, we only hope 
that the English begin to realise how close 
they came to being written out of history! 


What's wrong with 
Regional Government? 


The EDP Is not negative for the sake of It. 
As a party we can also see that there are 
clearly some benefits for geographical areas 
to work together in large projects such as 
railways and roads. That was not the Issue. 
Regional Government in the way that It Is 
being implemented in this country Is a post 
war creation, developed by the Conservatives 
to comply with the blue print of a 


regionalising European agenda. 

The regions had no meaning to many of 
the people living in them, the communities 
in the North East shared no specific regional 
identity beyond falling into a Labour 
defined administrative boundary, sufficiently 
“gerrymandered” to include parts of "Labour" 
urban heartlands, mixed with more sparsely 
populated “Conservative” countryside. 

The North East were told that “regional 
government” would be better for democracy, 
and would give power back to local 
communities. That was not truthful. 

By the subsequent admissions of government 
ministers powers were not going to be 
devolved from Whitehall, they were going 
to be drawn away from local and county 
government. And a tier of local democracy 
was going to be dispensed with, and there 
would be huge costs to cover the redundancy 
of local government officers and the 
disposal of offices and equipment. 

Regionalisation is Labour's “answer” to 
English Devolution. Scotland can have Its 
Parliament, Wales its Assembly and England 
her “regions”! 

There are some key problems here. The 
English had not been asked If they wanted 
regions — and now Labour's North East 
heartland has clearly given Its verdict — "NO"! 

Regionalisation will not stop one Scottish 
and Welsh MP voting on an English issue — 
we will have no more power from Whitehall, 
we will lose local control for regional control. 
Our counties were to disappear as people 
and areas were simply referred to as their 
respective “regions”. England as a unified 
country would cease to exist, as the English 
capitulated to the Scottish dominated Labour 
plan to reduce the United Kingdom to the 
“nations and regions of Britain"! 

Unbelievably, Labour tried to pass this 
"sell-out" of England as little more than an 





“improvement” in democracy and administration, 
but the North East saw it for what It was:- the 
dead hand of central government; expensive 
bureaucratic monopolies; a breeding ground 
for inefficiency and a cynical attempt to write 
England out of the history books — the people 
living in the North East deserve our 
heartfelt thanks for doing their patriotic 
duty and exposing the truth — will Prescott 
do the decent thing and resign now the 
country has given Its verdict on him 

and his regionalisation project !??? 


Is the “NO” vote 
finished? - what next? 


Well, in these surreal times when the lunatics 
of New Labour are running the asylum that 
is fast becoming England, you might think 
that if 79% of the population rejected an 
idea that this would be respected and the 
idea would be dropped. But Prescott (never 
known to let democracy get in the way of a 
mad scheme), has been quoted as saying that 
the people of the North East may not have 
voted for an accountable assembly, instead 
they will simply get an unaccountable one! 

Many people in the North East thought 
(mistakenly) they were voting for regional 
government. That was not what the vote 
was about. The vote was In fact about 
whether they wanted to have an elected 
regional assembly. Unbeknown to most 
people the whole country Is still being 
carved up into regional government areas, 
but the whole idea of introducing a 
semblance of democracy has been put on 
the “back boiler” until they can hoodwink 
the public into another failed scheme. 

The Lib Dems (great fans of breaking 
England up) have even talked about 
establishing a “convention for the North”. 
The EDP have already written to all the main 
players in the Government to remind them 
that the only solution to English devolution 
Is not to foist a scheme on us, or to attempt to 
break the county up. But what needs to happen 
is for a clear, open and inclusive debate to 
now take place with the public, culminating in 
a referendum by the people on the devolution 
option they would prefer. As the people of 
Wales and Scotland have been given a 
national vote, then the people of England 
have the right to the same opportunity. 
Because the existing crop of politicians 
and parties might not like the outcome 
(an English Parliament) that Is no reason 
to deny the English a democratic choice! 
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| hope EDP members had a MERRY Christmas! Are 
we still allowed to say that? Christmas Is on the hit- 
list for the hard-line thought police of political 
correctness. Hard-Left councillors in Stoke wanted 
to replace it with Winterfest. 

Fruitcakes in Birmingham, where Santa Claus 
was evicted from the Bullring Shopping Centre 
this year, prefer the term Winterval. 

While Cornwall's Eden Project has banned 
Christmas and Is celebrating the ‘Time of Gifts’ 

Ho-ho-hopeless. 

Now there may well be a reasonable socialist 
case to be made against Santa: he exploits those 
elves and over-works his reindeers something 
shocking. But the real motives are less amusing 
and often disguised. 

The library at High Wycombe, Bucks, which 
last year banned posters for Yuletide celebrations 
on the grounds that it would be wrong to single 
out Christian festivals for special treatment, was 
found to have hosted a party to celebrate Eid just 
days before. (That's a Muslim knees-up to mark 
the breaking of the fast of Ramadan.) 

The argument that Christmas offends other 
religions Is spurious cobblers. I've yet to meet 
a Sikh, Jew, Hindu or liberal Muslim who objects 
to English people enjoying English customs 
in England.

mM | started campaigning for St George's Day to 
be properly celebrated nationwide in The Sun 
twelve years ago. At the time | was a lone 
voice in the press; the cause was viewed as 
“extreme” and perhaps even a little absurd. 
Keith Waterhouse, one of the greatest living 
Journalists, went out of his way to dismiss 
the idea as a chimera with no popular 
support. But the response from Sun readers 
was magnificent. More than 40,000 wrote in 
agreeing, many detailing their own localised 
events. Where | come from, in South East 
London, we celebrated April 23rd annually; 
everyone wore a red rose, and we'd meet up 
for a few beers and a sing-song. The great 
sea-change came with Euro '96. No-one who 
saw the football terraces awash with that 
mass of red and white flags could have any 
doubt that English identity had caught the 


mood of the people. But how can we 
translate that into something more 
positive? I'm no businessman, and I'm not a 
rock promoter either, but I've been talking to 
people who are, about organising A Festival Of 
England for St George's Day, 2005. Status Quo 
have agreed to headline — if they are in the 
country. Even without Rick and Francis, I'm 
determined to get the event off the ground. 
From little acorns, mighty oaks and all that. 


M@ So far, my own modest campaigns In the 
Sun and then The People have had some 
small successes. In 2000, BBC2 debated 
English nationalism, albeit in a typically 
condescending and sneering way. A year 
later, Channel 5 had an evening of English- 
made films. And last year, (incredibly), the 
wretched inhabitants of Albert Square were 
allowed a St George's Day knees-up. 
Admittedly it was an Alfie Moon scam but 
at least it happened. In the previous years, 
this predominantly English pub supposedly 
set in the East End of London had 
celebrated St Patrick's Day, Diwali and even 
US Independence Day without raising so 
much as a glass for St George.

“Original” Liberal Party

The EDP and the Liberals wish to expose the anomalies in interpretation of the “personal 
interest" laws which bind MPs and Councillors. These restrictions were ‘originally’ intended to 
prevent fraud, but are now being used to silence democratic representatives, in their lawful aim 
of protecting and defending the interests of local communities. Examples of Councillors being 
prevented from speaking on subjects which are of passionate concern to them, on the grounds 
they “have a personal” interest, is becoming a gross distortion of the original aim. These 
restrictions were put in place to prevent politicians having for example, a financial interest 
in a building project and then finding themselves on the Committee that votes through 
development permission! We must be vigilant at these encroachments on freedom of speech.

"Cllr Paul Holmes of Kerrier district council, Cornwall, described how he had to stay silent 
at parish council meetings so that he could debate planning matters at the district level. 
Cllr Holmes told the Liberal Party annual conference that contrary to the Standards Board 
website promise of “even-handed investigations”, we are seeing malicious and vindictive 
attempts by ruling parties to suppress legitimate opposition, aided and abetted by an 
unethical and negligent standards board which should be re-titled the “Double Standards 
and Harassment Board”. Public funds are being used to harass and in effect prosecute 
councillors out of office...and Is putting Itself above the rights of voters and Is clearly not 
fit for purpose.”
